Dale Alpen-Whiteside is a Manitoba-born painter 
and sculptor who studied art in Vancouver, Ottawa and 
Montreal, and counts Jack Shadbolt, Bruno Bobak and 
Shoul Pin Laio among her teachers.

Among his 
best-known collections of poetry are the Canadian epic 
CANTOS NORTH, SEASON OF BLOOD, and his 
POEMS NEW AND SELECTED. As a playwright he 
has entertained audiences in many countries with such 
plays as GOYA, the classic INOOK AND THE SUN 
(which premiered in Stratford) and the recent |IM- 
PROVISATIONS FOR MR. X. His work has been 
translated into more than a dozen languages, including 
Arabic, Finnish, Hebrew and Chinese. He founded and 
edited the literary/political journal EDGE and teaches 
English literature and Creative Writing at Concordia 
University in Montreal. 


This collaboration between artist and poet reflects 
not only their personal friendship but, more important- 
ly, the fact that their work is rooted in the Glengarry- 
Russell area of Eastern Ontario. where they both live 
and create. The last ice age left a moraine landscape 
there which has challenged many generations of Scottish 
settlers and immigrants from all corners of the world, 
and shaped their lives. It has also inspired both the 
poetry and the woodcuts of STONES TO HARVEST.
